This semester it remains impossible 
to enjoy a cold beer or sip a glass of 
wine on the campus of CSUS even 
though over 80 per cent of the students 
are 21-vears-old or over. In fact. the

Hornet Foundation Director [ 
Kar! Lorentzen, on whose desk the 
proposal now lies, admits problems 
with campus food services occupied

Lorentzen said he is cautious about 
Selling beer and wine on campus 
because he understands San Jose and 
Fullerton State Colleges. who have 
allowed beer and wine on campus, 


have experienced control problems 
and have iost money 

There is also the problem, said 
Lorentzen, of what type license to ap 
ply tor One type hcense would allow 
patrons |8 and over in the area where 
beer and wine is being sold, but restrict 
drinking to only those over 21. The 
other type license would restrict cus 
tomers to oniy those over 21 

“As of nght now,” said Lorentzen 
I'm leaning toward recommending to 
President Bond that we apply for the 
license. TH be at Fullerton State on 
Aug 27. and I plan on seeing how they 
handle the situation there.” 

Lorentven said his recommen

Handicapped will 
face few obstacles 


The modification of many of the 
campus facilities for handicapped 
students is moving along nicely, ac 
cording to Pat Sonntag, coordinator 
of handicapped services, but the 
specially equipped van that was 
scheduled to be here at the beginning 
of school will be late 

The $12,000 Dodge van, which was 
due Aug.!, will be equipped with a 
wheelchair lift, bubble-top roof and 
specially raised doors to give students 
unable to bend easier access in the 
passenger compartment. The van will 
accommodate nine students at any 
one tume 

The two golf carts that han- 
dicapped services have ordered to 
transport students with mobility 
problems on campus will also be late 

“The van and the golf carts should 
have been here Aug. |,” Sonntag said 
“But the wheelchair lift still has to be 
installed in the van and the golf carts 
haven't arrived yet. We should be get- 
ting them in a couple of weeks 

“What | am really concerned about 
is that none of the work study students 
have applied to drive the van and golf 
carts. We can't afford to pay student 
assistant wages. |t's almost a plea, we 
need work study st»dents,” Sonntag 
continued 

The van, which will service han- 
dicapped students living within ap 
eight mile radius of campus, will not 
be competing with the six specially 
equipped busses recently acquired by 
Regional Transit 

“Regionai Transit has to transport 
the handicapped at large,” explained 
Sonntag. “That makes it very difficult 
for them to accomodate our students 


with their irregular schedules.” 

Other modifications on campus, 
such as elevators in Food Service, 
Douglas Hall, Speech and Drama, 
Social Science, and the Business and 
Administration will be finished some 
time during the year. “We were hoping 
to have most of the remodeling done 
by the beginning of school, but now it 
looks like it will be done sometime 
during the semester,” Sonntag said 

“Many of the students have ex- 
pressed to me how happy they are 
about the new restrooms.” 

The Handicapped Student As- 
sociation will have their first meeting 
of the year, Sept. 7 at 7 p.m. in the 
Walnut Room of the University 
Union. All interested students are

New strategy was embarked upon 
this week by the faculty - senate in its 
campaign to reinstate Eugene Morris 
as CSUS Foundation Director 

Morris was fired from his post as 
CSUS Foundation Director March 3, 
1976, having previously served for 
seven years. Morris was dismissed by 
an &-4 vote of the foundation's board 
of governors.

In Northern California. Project Prometheus, a five - billion-dollar nuclear power 
station and the largest in the world, has reached the fina! critical stages of thermal 
equilibrium. Momentarily. the President of the United States will anaounce to the 
nation that Prometheus has been activated and that the solution to the country's 
energy crisis is at hand 

But deep within the reactor’s central core. the factor of human error sparks that 
one chance in 300 million. A fitting ruptures, temperatures g0 out of control and 
Prometheus melts into the earth unleashing a fiery, borling nuclear holocaust that all 
the brains and technology in the nation cannot reverse 

With The Prometheus Crisis, Thomas N. Scortia and Frank M. Robinson

( risis questions as is nuclear power the solution to the energy crisis? Or ts it a serious 
threat to all future life on this planet? 

This is the essence of Unacceotable Risk: The Nuclear Power ( ontroversy by 
McKinley C. Olson, released on August | as a Bantam Original 

‘ nacceptable Risk provides a detailed look at the human and technologica! 
dramas behind the nuclear power controversy. as well as describing. in everyday 
terms, the history of nuclear energy. how nuclear technology works, the politics and 
legal battles over nuciear power and the inflated economics of nuclear energs 
development. which is fast becoming the most expensive energy source ever known 

Alternative energy recommendations are outlined including energy efficiency 
procedures to implement now, for the future. solar energy which “could save us at 
least a million gallons of oiladay by 1975.” the use of methane gas and theconversior 
of refuse and waste into methanol fuel, wind power and ocean thermal conversion 

Aiso inciuded in the book, tor the first time for the general reader. is a report or 
the research by Dr. Edward Martell on low level radiation that proves causes of 
cancer.

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right....Olympics are needed’

Amid all the controversy sur- 
rounding the Olympic games, it has 
been questioned whether or not the 
Olympics should be continued. Stan 
Wright, CSUS’ men's athletic director 
and three time Olympic coach, thinks 
they should 

“I think the Olympics should be 
kept going. The basic reason is the 
Olympics is the one last world event in 
which both men and women can meet 
in a festival of fellowship and 
competition and have a good time. I 
think the Olympics are needed.” 

The big problems facing the 
Olympics today are the fierce 
nationalism, politics and the cast, ac- 
cording to Wnght. “It cost $2 billion 
to put the games on in Montreal,” 
Wright said 

“What's going to happen, not in 
1980 or 84, but maybe in 1988, is that 
the Internationa! Olympic Committee 
will pick out a spot where there is an 
Olympic stadium already 

“I'm not so sure going back to 
Greece for a permanent Olympic site 
would work. The politics there are so 
unstable it would not give the 
Olympics any stability 

“I was over in Greece for an IOC 
meeting during the coup, and they had 
to cancel the meeting. It’s a good 
suggestion, but I'm not sure it would 
work,” Wright said 

Part of the political aspects of the 
games, and the nationalism, is perpet- 
rated by the media, said Wright 
Medal counting, for example did not 
start until the U.S.S.R. entered the 
Helsinki games in 1952. Wright feels 
that the medal counting has been 
blown out of proportion 

“Both the Russians and tlie East 
Srermans claim that because of their 
medal total it means that their socialist 
way of life is better 

“The Olympic concept of athlete 


against athlete has been forgotten. | 
think if that concept was put back in 
the foreground the Olympics would 
benefit 

“The media also helps perpetuate 
the political problems in the 
Olympics,” Wright continued. “But,

there will always be politics in the 
Oiympics. There's politics in our 
everyday life. We shouldn't try to 
eliminate it, we have to learn to cope 
with it. The 1OC should stop hiding its 
head in the sand and learn to cope with 
the politics 


“If they got back to the basic 
Olympic concept, many of the 
problems would be resolved.” he said 


Because of politics, the LOC did not 
allow Guyaman sprinter James Gilkes 
to run in the Montreal Olympics after 
his country pulled out of the Games 
Wright feels that this was a “tragic 
mistake.” 


“I think that the IOC could have set 
an example to the world if thev let 
Gilkes run, to show that the concept of 
letting athlete's compete against each 
other was stull the main concern of the 
Olympics.” 


W night continued that knowing the 
was the LOC operates. he was not sur 
prised at the Gilkes decision 

There have been other suggestions 
on how to help the troubled Olympics 
One such suggestion was to split the 
games. Wright thinks that would he a 
mistake

To anyone who has listened to Judy Collin’s ballad “Farewell to 
Tarawathie.” or has stood on the rocky shores of the Pacific with the 
wind in their faces watching Grey whales surface in the distance, the 
butcherous slaughter of these great mammals seems inhuman to the 
point of bringing tears. 

Japan and Russia, the principle whaling nations, have been tne 
chief cause of the diminishing numbers of whales throughout the seas. 
They have overfished the oceans in what seems a frenzy to run 
themselves out of business. There are, after all, only a certain number 
of whales left 

The glamour and the adventure of whaling depicted in “Moby 
Dick” simply passed with the times. Now huge factory ships and ex- 
plosive leaden harpoons take the place of the graceful clipper and 
man - against - beast tactics used in the past. It is now simply industry 
and nearly any whale within sight is target for the harpooner's gun. 

Currently the International Whaling Commission (1.W.C.) 
recognizes five whales as being endangered and has put them under 
total protection, which means there will be a fine is a ship is caught 
hunting them. The Biue, Grey, Humpback, Right and Bowhead 
Whales are under that protection. The United States also holds that 
the Sperm, Fin and Sei Whales are also nearing extinction. The U.S. 
has proposed a ten - year moratonum on whaling worldwide, but the 
I.W.C. has yet to approach the three - fourths majority needed to 
make the proposal law. Unfortunately, ten years would alsmost be 
enough time for the whales to bring their populations back to normal. 
It will never happen, but it sounds as though it would work. 

The 1.W.C. recently set quotas on the killing of whales, quotas that 
show a trend towards decreased whaling, thanks to public opinion 
and the environmental attitudes of many people. The quotas have 
been decreased by nearly 50 per cent for Sperm Whales to 4,791 
animals compared to 10,740 taken last year. It is a start. Hopefully, 
Japan and Russia will realize the fruitlessness of their senseless 
slaughter and come in line. 

The thought of standing on that windblown rock, wet and cold 
waiting for whales that will never come does not set well and when the 
realization hits that the whales that used to swim freely were sacrificed 
for cosmetics of fuel brings a definite tightness in the throat.
